I am fortunate to now own both. I haven't used the 817 on SSB or CW so far. 
I will soon. 


I bought it to be an all band, all mode portable travel radio which was 
capable of fitting into a brief case. I will take along either a 20 or 30 
meter antenna. It is truly too small, complicated and cramped to be a good 
substitute for a good desktop operation XCVR. It does not compare to the 
K-2's simple features and does not either substitute or provide the same 
operating ease of use, flexibility to modify and/or repair/upgrade. The 
noise blanker doesn't get rid of my fireplace fan motor noise like the K-2 
does. Then I shouldn't be hearing that sort of noise while hiking or siting 
outdoors somewhere. Of, course it sure would be nice if it did while at 
home! 


My first impression from my limited use: the 817 is an excellent portable 
rig, outperforming an HT and having many more features. It requires a tuned 
antenna for HF but does operate from internal batteries. I wanted it 
primarily to get on 6, 2 and 440 all-mode when traveling. It is a fabulous 
replacement for the FT _90 series radios which I was seriously looking into 
acquiring but couldn't decide which band to get. This radio solves all that 
but sure has drained the wallet compared to picking up one of the other 
radios used. 


When I owned an FT 290, I thought it would be the last radio I would ever 
buy. The FT 817 is very superior in my humble opinion and may be the last 
portable I really do ever buy, from what I have experienced at this point. 
Oh, did I mention I didn't have any of the usual 2 mtr intermod on my drive 
back from Radio City from where I purchased it? (It doesn't have continuous 
receive coverage which may be the reason for the lack of intermod, its not 
broadbanded.) I was able to get it working without the manual for the drive 
home, something the manual recommends against. It does take a lot of 
reading and practice to operate, so be prepared if you decide to buy one. 
Most of the features are simple to use now that I have played with it a bit. 
But if you have experience with a VX5-R, just imagine twice the settings. 


I took a big rig risk buying this radio rather than wait for others to try 
it first, but I have had good results working with the Yaesu people over the 
past several years, including a replacement of a faulty output circuit ina 
radio which ran out of warranty by a couple of weeks. I took the risk based 
on my positive experience. So far I am not disappointed. 


This one has a lot of neat features, so if you have the $'s and are a gadget 
freak this one will be a lot of fun. Technically, we have yet to give it a 
full shake down. Did I mention the IF shift works well? I tried it out 
while listening to signals on 75 meters at night with a short whip antenna 
and was impressed. Sure are a lot of radio features in such a small 
package.

Well, now that the fuss about the new Yaesu has died down, 
I decided to see just what the radio was all about. 


No, I haven't actually got to play with one yet, but to give it 
the benefit of the doubt, I will assume it is all it's supposed 
to be. 


Now, is it competition to the k2? 


(And before I go further, I'm not even going to consider 

AT ALL the fact of 'constructing' the K2. In my mind, 

that is a BIG plus right there. I enjoy the building sometimes 
MORE than the operating. With that in the equation, the kK2 
would have no competition at all.) 


Partly, but only in the sense that HTs are competition to 
mobile rigs in cars. The new Yaesu is a REALLY neat 
radio, and I want one. I covet it greatly. 


But not in the sense of replacing my K2. And if I were 
buying today, I still think I would go k2. 


I don't think the Yaesu actually aims at the K2 marketplace. 
The K2 has been described as a 'backpacker' radio. Maybe 
so, but only in one sense. Is the Yaesu a 'backpacker' type 
radio? I think so, and there it overlaps with the K2 in the 
perceived marketplace. 


But personally, I feel the new Yaesu is more of a ‘hiker' 
type radio, where the K2 is more of a 'camper' type radio. 
In that sense, the Yaesu definitely makes more sense for 
use 'on the move' on a trail. However, I really wonder 
what kind of true functionality you would get from HF 
while on the move. Unless of course you were in the 

high plains and hiked with a kite over your shoulder. 
(Hmm, now THAT'S and IDEA!!) 


Having the VHF and up is nice too, but then you would 
tend to carry just one radio, and while actually on the 
move you'd have to have a BIG radio out and usable 
instead of a tiny HT, that is, IF FM communications 
were important to you. 


But if you hike in, and have to go through any kind of 
setup for the antenna, the K2 set up in your tent, well, 
I just don't see the Yaesu being competitive in that 
regard at all. At least not ‘against' a kK2. 


Overall, I really like the new Yaesu, and I covet one enough 
to consider starting to save to supplement my K2. But, 
there's just no way right now I'd consider it in place of my 
K2. 


So I guess the real issue is to define what and how you 
would use either of these radios in a hike/camp type routine. 
The key issue will be your needs while ‘on the move'. Or, 

at ‘quick breaks'. In my mind, that is the dividing factor. 


If you bring in other aspects of the K2 however, then it 
becomes a real winner just from the considerations that it 
IS a kit. If you don't like to build, someone else could do 
it for you. And the K2, while not really ‘designed' to be 
modular, CAN be ‘built in'. Like the HAM that separated 

the core from the front panel and put the main board under 
the crotch bar on his bicycle, and the display up on the 
handlebars. You could really ‘design in' the K2 into a 

lot of surprising places...

Thje propagation has been good -- but this is a tough contest for QRP! I have 


tried running on a CQ frequency several times -- and that only netted 4 

QSO's --- two in Canada, one in Korea and one in South America. The rest of the 
time it is S and P 80-10M and it sometimes requires a half-dozen calls to get 
thru. In this contest, CW high speed is a "given." I set my CW program at from 
26-to-32 ---- and try to answer at the same speed as the other station is using. 
I have about 7-hours in the contest and am averaging about 20 QSO's per 

hour ------ very slow going, compared to previous contests where I was using 100 


W and was "running" (that is, sitting on a freq and calling CQ) and was able to 
work 20 QSO's in about 10-minutes. Upward and onward!

Hi Gang, 


I have noticed a number of you are trying to struggle along with 486 
computers trying valiantly to run Digipan and stuff. Look, these programs 
include digital signal processing that is wonderful for pulling out weak 
ones, but this processing takes processor time, if you see what I mean. Why 
are you killing yourselves pushing those old machines to do work that is at 
the edge of their ultraviolet zone? There are just tons of Pentium laptops 
(not to mention desktops) in the P90-150 range to be had for a song. They 
are "obsolete," but not dead. 

I am partial to Toshiba 610 laptops myself. These P9@s run around $125 
with 40 Megs of RAM, without floppy drives and $180 with the outboard floppy 
drives on Ebay and elsewhere. Most legit Ebay sellers will give you a "no 
DOA" guarantee, but after a couple of days, you are on your own. Else, buy 
one for just a few more dollars from a commercial reseller with a real 30 day 
guarantee. These are pretty rugged machines, so if they arrive working, 
they'll keep working. (I've seen quite a few now, and though they fail 
infrequently, the weak point is the screen, which fails in a "white screen" 
mode--nasty to fix, if even possible--email me if you know more about this 
failure mode!) Batteries are another issue, but new ones can be had, again 
on Ebay or elsewhere. ‘Fraid of Ebay? I was too, but look around there a 
week or two and you'll get the hang of it--and you can smell a stinker pretty 
easily. Don't bid on anything until you've been "reading the mail" for a 
while. 


One thing, though. Most of these surplus computers come without an OS, 
and it requires some skill and tools to install a working copy of Windows in 
a laptop. For the 610, for instance, you'll need an external floppy drive, 
an external (PCMCIA) CD drive, a modern version of DOS, DOS drivers for your 


CD, and a proper (legit!) copy of Windows 9X. With these, you should be able 
to push windows onto the hard drive of one of these surplus computers. I 
admit, it was long in learning, and if you don't have any computer skills, 
you might consider buying one with Windows installed, but that will probably 
cost you some. 


But the results, with some luck, should be a very inexpensive system that 

will allow you to operate PSK31, SSTV, RTTY etc., etc. in the field and on 

the road. And if you lose the computer, or someone swipes it, you aren't out 

$2000 for a fancy Sony Vaio. Perfect for QRP with a Warbler or PSK20, right? 
I plan to demo a T1610 and my SWL PSK20 next month at the LIQRP meeting. 


OK, back to building my Warbler.

The short answer is that it will work just fine. 


The long answer is that the IC acts as a fancy voltage divider. 

Whatever input voltage you have above the output voltage (5V for a 7805) 
will be dissipated in the IC as heat. The higher the input voltage, the 
more heat to be dissipated and the warmer the IC runs. You were gonna 
put a heat sink on the IC, right? Oh well, 7805's are cheap.

I have to agree with Dave - most are in the 30-34 range. I usually keep 
mine in the 25 - 30 range but don't have any real problem with the faster 
ones in this contest. I do usually find a handfull running 40 wpm. For 
that group I love to match their speed to see how well they can copy. 
About 10% don't pass. I tell guys don't worry so much about holding a 
frequency in a contest when they tell me they don't becasue of the speed. 
Most search and pounce guys are going slower and when you have the 

frequency you can ask for all the repeats you want. 


What I don't like is the guys who don't ID for 10-12 QSOs. I hate 
sitting there in search pounce mode not knowing if I've worked them 
before because they don't ID each QSO. I know it adds to their speed 
but...... My solution is if I don't hear the ID in two QSOs I go after 
them. They can tell me I'm I dup, but in that case I've wasted a bit of 
their time instead of letting them waste lots of my time. And if I'm not 
a dup, I always ask for their call before I send my info. I don't intend 
to sit around for another half dozen QSOs and wait for them to ID.

Well it seems they are only sending 35 wpm, and yes I'm getting 
more of the message as I get used to the high speed. But the method I've 
developed is silly and an admission of poor cq copy, but it works. 


Find a station that is loud enough to hear QRP back. Park and get 
ready to copy a call. With QRP-Dupe you are waiting to fill in the call 
and work first on the prefix. Get that and put it in, for instance jh5. 
Then next change focus on the last 3 characters like srt. When the whole 
call is in the program, call the station using your call. When he hears 
you send the canned message which is his call and his rst and 4 in my 
case. If he sends "TU" he thinks you got his call. You may have it right! 


I am sending about 20 wpm to the guys and they have not complained 
yet. Search and Pounce is the only route for QRP. And you can relax for 
the first 6 hours because it's too wild. After that you can park on the 
dx, and get set and call at the right time. Right after the dx stands by 
is not always the best. I find waiting a second or two works better. If a 
QRO guy is calling you just wait. Hope he gets him and goes away...:-)

Lagunak! 


Got a small problem question. Power supplies. Simple enough stuff. You 
build ‘em with transformers & you get some parts & get DC out of ‘em. 
Simple project, ne? 


So I have this power supply that runs 24VDC & then part of that goes 
through an LM7815 to power the LDG Z-11 out in the out house shed. About 
75 or 80 ft of 9-wire + shield lead out the window to the shed. That 
9-wire runs DC to the LDG & powers through switches in the power supply 
box the various step relays that move signals around. 


When I turn it on, no problem in the K2, SG2020 or TR7. But when I'm 
runnin' the R-174 (50s vintage military surplus general coverage rx [1.7 
- 18.2 MHz] with 1.5VDC filament/cathode tubes . . . usual power supply & 
zener configuration of 9OVDC B+, -4.5 bias, 1.5VDC filaments), if I turn 
on the ATU controller PS, I get a slight hum in the rx. 


If I have the Sony ICF-SW7600G (got enough letters in that 
nomenclature?), when I turn on the ATU controller PS, I get a real loud 
hum. 


Are they connected by anything? Yeah. The antenna set up runs from the 
outhouse to the house via 75 ft of 50 Ohm ethernet cable, parallel to the 
control cable from the ATU controller between house & shed. Once the 
antenna hose comes in the window, it goes through a SP3P rotary switch, 
then through two cables (selected by the aforementioned switch) to the 
home-brew "ultimo" modified T ATU (direct or through the tuner, selected 
via the first switch & a switch in the "ultimo" box. From the "ultimo," 
the RF line runs to the PA, and from the PA through a five-position 
rotary ceramic switch that connects either the TR7, K2 or SG2020 or the 
R-174 to the PA input. 


I've looked for open ground lines (the PS for the K2 is homebrew, 
two-wire AC, no AC ground; the SG2020 & the homebrew amp run off a 
SEC1223 PS w/ground plug, PS for the R174 is two wire AC, no ground plug 
), reversed the AC plug on the ATU controller, unplugged other stuff 
around the office. All to no avail. 


Here's the kick to me, though: The Sony '7600 is powered by a wall wart. 
Polarized plug on the wall wart. Battery power, or off the wallwart, same 
thing: I turn on the ATU controller box & the AC hum comes stormin' 
through. If I disconnect the antenna from the '7600, the hum stays. 


Maybe it's just all that DC holed up next to the RF .. . or the return 
lines for the LEDs that tell me what's engaged & what's not . 
annoying as a solar flare, though .

Rand, if you are going to enter Mexico via Tijauna, you can get your XE2 
provisional permit very easily there. Yes, it will cost about $70 US for up 
to 6 Months, which correlates to the time limit of your tourist permit. 
However, it is relatively easy to do, and not a problem. 


For detailed info on where to go, what you need, etc., stop by or give a 
phone call to Downwind Marine, in San Diego, who have a handout they give 
sail and power boat cruisers which includes a map to the office one goes to 
in Tijuana. Unfortunately, my handout, and other info, is on my boat, in 
Mexico, so I can't give you that info directly. 


You might check the 1-800-555-1212 directory service for the 800 number for 
Downwind Marine. 


I think what is required are copies of your tourist permit (I would make 
about 5), Copies of your Canadian Ham License (again about 5), and money. 
By the way, you will usually do better to negotiate in Pesos. 


If you are planning to make your crossing at another point, then you will 
need to go to the Capitol City of the Mexican State you are entering, locate 
and go to the local office of the Director of Communications, (not the 
correct title) in order to get your provisional permit.

I had earlier posted the problem I was having with severe non linearity of 
the readout of my K1 as compared to two known accurate meters into a Bird 50 
Ohm load. I also was only able to coax a max of 5 watts out on the 7 watt 
setting on 40 meters and less than 5 watts out on 20 meters. 


Mike Fisher had earlier posted his results after changing R37 to a 1% 200 
Ohm resistor to recalibrate the K1's RF detector (hint from Gary Surrency). 
As stated above Mike and I seemed to have exactly the same problem. First I 
checked all the components related to this circuit.... (thanks Wayne 
Burdick) R34,C43,D15,R7 and R36. All components were checked and found to 
be fine.... I also checked all my torroid windings and solder connections 
also found no problems but.... you guessed it.... still non linear and low 
output. 


All I had around was a 1/2 watt 200 Ohm resister so I replaced R37 as Mike 
did with it and noticed an improvement in meter accuracy and slightly more 
power out. Not being one to let well enough alone, I decided to try some 
other values.... non standard and not 1% values but...... 


I found that if I soldered two .25 watt 390 Ohm resistors in parallel I got 
192 Ohms which seems to be the best value for my particular K1. I'll list 
the before and after results below.... bottom line..... much better K1 
reading linearity which makes it much nicer to set your power, better power 
out. 


All tests done with supply set at 14 volts, 1 amp. Tune mode on the K1 into 
a 50 Ohm Bird load using my OHR WM-1 and Bird with low power slugs (loaned 
the slugs from a metrology friend.... whew).

Gang: 


Had a couple of hours to myself this afternoon so I decided to take my 
new K1 on a test drive on 20 meters during the CQ WW CW Test. I started 
at 14.000 MHz at 1605Z and started working up the band very slowly doing 
a search-and-pounce routine. In two hours I had covered 57 kHz and made 
41 Qs. That works out to roughly one QSO every 2.9 minutes. Not 
blistering but not bad for and old fart with marginal antennas. Since I 
wasn't going for a score and wanted to check out receiver performance, 
this rate was just right. 


The K1 receiver was very good...not nearly as good as the K2, but that 
is to be expected. Did notice some blow-by on really big signals, but 
for the most part, the RX stood up very well to the abuse caused by lots 
of loud signals in a small slice of spectrum. 


Several times I'd park next to a Big Gun and listen just below the 
signal for weaker stations. This netted me some Qs I wouldn't have 
gotten otherwise. I found that the rig was capable of hearing much 
weaker signals as close as 300 Hz to a 20dB over S-9 signal. That is not 
bad. These are subjective results, I know, but I am very pleased with 
the overall receiver performance on the K1. 


I managed to bust several pile ups including CN8WW (1st shot!), CT1A0Z 
and CT3DX (another one shot kill). It wasn't me...these guys have really 
good ears. 


Initially I set my K1 up with a 500 Hz offset, which I like. I have 
found that this lower note is easier on my ears, but takes some getting 


use to when all my other rigs have a 700 Hz note. 


In short, I had a lot of fun, putzing around with my new K1 in a major 
contest and have no doubts about the rig's performance. This one's a 
keeper.

Well after many false starts and CME changes the CQWW DX contest 
will be history in 15 minutes. I took a very casual way with the contest 
because it's been many years since I last did it serious. Of course it's 
my first running QRP and more on that later. 


Since I live in Las Cruces, NM I'm closer to Japan than Europe. So 
I worked a lot of Hams in Japan. Also found some South American stations 
that heard me well. So of the 50 odd stations I worked a large part are 
from Japan zone 25. But of course there are a lot of hams there and they 
were all on 10 meters. I worked them from 28.020 to 28.108 MHz. They were 
all 599 and so was I. 


The QRP-Dupe software was very good. It took some getting used to 
but after that it was quite easy to make a contact: £6, £4. That is all it 
took. But if something odd happened it was key £9 and sending with the 
keyboard. My sending was real good! 


QRP DX chasing is real good practise for proper DX operating. Your 
not going to overpower anyone. Your not going to be heard if ANYONE else 
calls. So you must wait until in the 100 msec between his cq ending and 
your pressing £6 no-one calls that you can hear so YOU call. Bingo, 
another station worked. I stayed on 10 meters for the most part and that's 
a big clear band. But when there are that many stations operating even 
this gets crowded. I needed a very narrow receiver and didn't use my ts-50 
as I should have. This was due to my other problem with copy of fast cw. 


So planning for 1 year from now some changes are going to be made. 
I will build a coupler so both my keyer and the computer can key the 
radio as I choose. I will have this all set to connect to my ts-50. I will 
send some bugs I found with the QRP-Dupe and those will be corrected. 
nothing major of course. I will look for a good computer cw reader. I'm 
convinced most serious guys have this capabilty. And I will set up a 
schedule of what band at what time. This will help me find the dx.

Gang, 

The first two shockwaves from all the solar flares past 2.5 days 

has arrived, elevating the solar wind to 600 km/sec, although it has 
not yet produced any MAJOR geomagnetic storm conditions (due to the 
direction of the magnetic field still pointing northward). The big 
shockwave is due later this evening, which could trigger MAJOR to 
SEVERE storm conditions, in addition to triggering some spectacular 
auroral displays over North America ... IF it hits over the next 
couple of hours up through around local midnight. Since we have a new 
moon keeping the skies quite dark, it would be very favorable for 
auroral viewing. So worth keeping your eyes to the northern sky and 
see if you can see the "northern lights." As a minimum, it will be seen 
as a dull red glow, almost like a big fire just over the horizon. Of 
course, the farther north you live, the better the chances. 


Yesterday ended up with another major X1 flare, and today produced a 
yet bigger X4 flare. All of these from a region on the sun that still 
"“geoeffective," that is, where the shockwave and CME material will be 
flung towards the earth. We have several shockwaves on their way to us 
right now. 


These shockwaves will not effect 30M and above by much, so propagation 


on the higher bands will remain quite good with the solar flux now 202. 
However, as the geomagnetic storming increases with each arriving 
shockwave, their effects will be seen primarily on 40 and 80M during 
evening hours. Currently, only ACTIVE conditions exists (MINOR storming 
in Canada/Alaska). As our magnetic field gets disturbed further, so 
will the noise levels on 40-80M. But, there is the possibility that 
these shockwaves will not alter the direction of the interplanetary 
magnetic field (IMF), leaving only small effects on HF ... but the 
increased solar wind speed and density WILL still trigger enhanced 
aurora. 


Even with the onset of major storming, 30M and 20M should support good 
DX propagation nearly “around the clock" tonight and tomorrow for some 
good QRP DX contacts.

Any X-class flare is considered a MAJOR flare, for which only a few 
typically occur during each solar maximum. 


> This flare included a Type II 
> radio sweep (1000 km/s estimated drift speed) and a 700 sfu radio 
> burst at 2695 MHz. 


The shock wave left the sun at 1000 km/sec., or fairly energetic, and 
produced radio sweeps (100MHz and downward). These radio sweeps can 
cause momentary QRN or blackouts on HF, but ONLY for the duration of 
the flare and while the shockwave is punching through the sun's 
magnetic field. I.e., that part is long over with by now :-) 


700 sfu (Solar Flux Units) is a measure of the total power released by 
the flare, for which 700 is a fairly respectable number. 


> The sunspot group remains 
> large and magnetically complex. 


This basically means it is capable of producing more major flares. 
Usually, a major flare tends to breakdown the compex magnetic fields, 
severely lowering its potential of producing another flare. In this 
case, this active region seems to keep growing and producing major 
flares, and the end is not yet in sight. 


> IB. Solar Activity Forecast: Solar activity is expected to be high. 
> Region 9236 is capable of producing another major flare. 


For the reasons cited above 


IIA. Geophysical Activity Summary 25/2100Z to 26/2100Z: 

The geomagnetic field ranged from quiet to minor storm levels. The 
first of the expected CME's arrived at ACE at 26/0500 UTC. The 
greater than 10 MeV proton event remains in progress. A new maximum 
of 923 pfu was observed at 26/1955 UTC. The greater than 100 MeV 
protons exceeded the event threshold at 26/1640 UTC and reached a 
peak of 1.2 pfu at 26/1650 UTC. These particles have since dropped 
below event level. 


VVVVVV VV 


The 100MeV protons are always of interest, since these are the ones 
traveling about the speed of light. If in sufficient numbers, they CAN 
ionize the D-layer preventing HF signals from traveling through to the 
E and F layers, or a black out condition. In even more severe cases, 
these protons can hit the ground for the GLE (ground level event). 
This of course causes medical concerns, as it's like receiving a 
constant x-ray. A VERY rare occurance. But these protons to tend to 
build up in the polar regions, ionizing the D-layer in the northern 
latitudes, making HF communications very difficult for those in 
Canada, and Alaska (as in all northern and southern latitudes). And 
this is indeed occuring right now, producing a Polar Cap Absorption 
(PCA) event. 


The high proton counts are more of interest to satellite operators, 
as they have the potential of causing internal problems and wiping out 
imaging systems.
